Williamson) approached and explained that he was going to buy the DVD. At that time 

another officer (now known as Officer Garrett) grabbed him by the co llar, kicked his right knee in from 
behind, and threw him on the service desk then onto the floor. admitted that he was “squ irming” 
at this time, but was not resisting arrest. While on the floor. Officer Garrett dropped down on 
back with his knee, handcuffed him and caused to defecate on himself. ^^Bstated that he did 
not have a complaint against Officer Williamson who did not do anything to him. ^^|stated that after 
he was picked up from the ground and he told Offic er Garrett that the handcuffs were too tight, but 
Officer Garrett refused to loosen the handcuffs. stated that he was escorted to a “paddy wagon” 
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where another officer (now known as Officer Carlson) struck him on the head once. was taken to 
theOlS* District Station where Officer Garrett stomped on his feet and elbowed him on the left ear. 

stated that he was arrested for aggravated battery to a police officer and resisting/obstructing. 
^^Bs ustaine d a swollen right k nee, a bruise to the le ft ear and both of his wrists, and numbness to his 
thumb. was transported to for treatment. An unknown male white sergeant 

(now known as Sergeant Conway) responded to the hospital, but ^^|told Sergeant Conway that he 
did not wish to pursue a complaint at the time.

The police arrived and an 
officer (Officer William son) approached Officer Williamson asked if he could check his 

pock ets to which replied “No,” and pushed Officer Williamson. Officer Williamson attempted to 
grab ^^1, who pushed him a gain and attempted to jump over the service desk. An officer (Officer 
Garrett) who w as behind grabbed and pulled him down from the desk and attempted to handcuff 

him, but pulled away from the officers. conti nued t o struggle with the officers, as Officer 
Garrett placed him against a wall and fell to the floor with due to the struggle. While on the floor. 
Office rs Williamson and Garrett held down until other officers responded and assisted in placing 
in a squadrol. (Att. 13)

The photographs 
depict a bruise on the left side of his stomach, upper left arm, and redness behind his left ear, right 
elbow, lower left arm, upper right arm, right knee, and back of right heel. (Att.32) 

Obtained a copy of the video surveillance recording which showed from camera #1 that had one 
foot on top of the service counter while struggling with two officers who pulled him off the counter and 
onto the ground. While on the ground, the officers attempted to handcuff who kicked, spread his 
legs, and stiffened his body as the officers try to handcuff him. Camera #2 showed raise his right 
hand at one of the officers (#1), but is unclear if he touched officer #1. Another officer (#2) grabs 
from behind and puts him against the counter. The view is obstructed, but moments later ^^|is seen 
with his feet up in the air on top of the counter and both officers take down onto the ground. 

turned and twisted his body as he was being escorted out then placed against a wall. is later 
seen on the ground and the officers kneeling down on the ground and ^^^moves his legs around. In 
the video recording witness an employee of the store, puts chairs out to block customers 

away from ^^|and the officers. Camera #3 showed being walked out of the store by Officers 
#1 and #2 while the responding officers walked ahead of Camera #4 depicts leaning over 

the eustomer service counter with two officers behind him. The officers struggled with and are 
not in view. Camera #5 depicts ^^^on the ground, the officers attempting to handcuff him and then 
the officers helping off the ground. According to the Case Report, Officer #1 is Officer 

Williamson and Officer #2 is Officer Garrett. (Att. 23) 

Obtained the Arrest, Case, TRR and Officer’s Battery Reports of PO Garrett and PO Williamson 
involving The reports indicated that ^^^|was arrested for Criminal Damage to 

Property, Battery and Resisting/Obstructing a PO. The reports indicated that damaged a CD and 
placed it in his pocket without paying for it. Then attempted to use his wife’s card without her 
authorization. The police were summoned and became agitated, struck Officer Williamson and 
resisted his arrest. Officer Williamson subdued and handcuffed who then stomped on Officer 

Garrett’s feet. While in the holding cell, banged his head against the cell and attempted to kick 
out the window in the holding eell. became an assailant attacking the officers who used takedown 
and emergency handcuffing techniques. became an imminent threat and pulled away during the 
course of his arrest. (Arts. 5, 7 - 9) 

Obtained an Injury on Duty Report from Officer Garrett where he indicated that the offender 
stomped on his right foot, and an Injury on Duty Report from Officer Williamson where he reported 
that he injured his right wrist during the emergency handcuffing of Force. (Arts. 35, 36) 

Obtained an Event Query that showed a call made complaining of a male white individual ^^^|who 
was at a ^^^^^^|store intoxicated, opening products and creating a disturbance. (Att. 17) 

Obtained Witness Report from PO Williamson who reported that he responded to a call at 
and spoke with who explained that had removed the wrapping from a CD, taken the 

CD and placed in his pocket without paying for it. In addition, informed PO Williamson that 

^^^^as trying to purchase other items using someone else’s credit card without authorization. PO 
Williamson reported that he attempted to talk to who had a strong odor of alcohol, was agitated 
and became combative when he struck PO Williamson on the chest. At this time, PO Garrett had 
arrived to the scene, was behind and wrapped his arms around him as he placed against the 
counter to handcuff him. struggled with PO Garrett and stomped on his feet. PO Williamson 
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indicated that was taken down to the floor, detained until PO Carlson arrived and assisted in 

escorting out of the store and into the squadrol. PO Williamson reported that at no time did he 
observe PO Carlson strike or mistreat PO Williamson denied the allegations made against PO

Obtained Witness Report from PO Anna McLean who reported that she and PO Carlson were working 
in a squadrol and r esponded to assist with a disturbance at Upon arrival, PO McLean 

observ ed that was on the floor, faced down and in handcuffs. PO Carlson and PO Garrett assisted 
to his feet and escorted him to the squadrol. PO McLean reported that at no time did she witness 
PO Garrett or PO Carlson mistreat or use any force on Force. (Att. 46) 


Obtained Accused Report from PO Carlson who reported that he was working in a squadrol and his 
only contact with | 


I was to escort him out of the store and into the squadrol. PO Carlson denied the 
allegations made against him and indicated that he did not see or witness PO Garrett use any force on 
during his arrest. (Att. 47) 


Obtained Ac cused Report from PO Garrett who reported that he responded to a disturbance call at 
^^^^^Bto assist PO Williamson who was already talking to PO Garrett reported that he was 

behind when he struck PO Williamson on the chest. Officer Garrett grabbed placed him 

against the c ounter , and attempted to handcuff him, but struggled and resisted arrest. PO Garrett 
reported that stomped on his feet in order to defeat his arrest, at which time he placed him down 
onto the floor u ntil additional officers responded and placed in the squadrol. PO Carlson arrived, 
escorted out of the store and into the squadrol and at no time physically mistreated PO 

Garrett reported that he did not see any injuries to (Att. 50) 
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CONCLUSION: 

The Reporting Investigator recommends that Allegations #1 & #3 against PO Garrett be closed with a 
finding of EXONERATED, in that he grabbed Force by the collar and threw him on a customer service 
counter and floor. PO Garrett stated that he grabbed Force when he struck Officer Williamson in the 
chest and attempted to place him on the counter. PO Garrett stated that resisted arrest and the 
surveillance footage depicts the same account. PO Garrett’s account was supported by PO Williamson 
and the witnesses who did not indicated that the force used on was excessive, but under the 
guidelines of the Chicago Police Department. Therefore the R/I recommends that Allegations #1 & #3 
against Officer Garrett be classified as Exonerated. 

The Reporting Investigator recommends that Alleg ations # 2, # 4 , & #5 against PO Garrett be closed 
with a finding of UNFOUNDED, in that he kicked ^^^^ight knee in from behind, dropped down on 
his back with his knee causing^^Hto defecate on himself, and handcuffed him too tightly. There are 
no witnesses to corroborate ^^^^|account of the alleged incident and the surveillance footage does 
not reveal that the alleged incident occurred. Further, admitted that he did “squirm” with the 

officers which could have caused his handcuffs to become tighter and injuring his wrist. Therefore the 
R/I recommends that Allegations #2, #4, & #5 against Officer Garrett be classified as Unfounded. 

The Reporting Investigator recommends that Allegations # 6 & #7 a gainst PO Garrett be closed with a 
finding of NOT SUSTAINED, that he stomped on both of feet and elbowed him in his left ear. 

There i s insuffi cient evidence to prove or refute the allegations. Photographsof^^B depicted a bruise 
behind left ear, however, there are no witnesses to corroborate account. PO Garrett 

denied the allegation made against him and PO Williamson, PO McLean, and PO Carlson denied 
observing PO Garret commit the alleged allegation. There is insufficient evidence to prove/disprove the 
allegations. Therefore the R/I recommends that Allegations #6 & #7 against Officer Garrett be 
classified as Not Sustained. 

The Reporting Investigator recommends that Allegations #1 against PO C arlson be closed with a 
finding of UNFOUNDED. There is no evidence to support the allegation that ^^|was struck on the 
left side of his ear. PO Carlson denied the al legation and his a ccount was su pported by PO Garrett, PO 
Williamson and PO M cLean. In addition, ^^^^^^^Band made no mention of any 

mistreatment to but instead indicated that was combative and uncooperative toward the 

officers. Therefore the R/I recommends that Allegation #1 against Officer Carlson be classified as 
Unfounded.

INVESTIGATION: 


This case was reopened because of the additional allegations and accused officers listed 
in Civil Suit 09 CV 04645. 

Civil Suit 09 CV 04645, indicates that ^^H^dditionally alleged that Officer Garret 
smashed his face against a floor and falsd^aircsted him; Officer Williamson failed to 
prevent the false arrest of caused ^^Hto suffer harm by failing to act on his 

behalf, and witnessed misconduct and faile^^report the mi sconduct to a supervisor; and 
Captain Crotty failed to prevent the false arrest of Additionally, the Civil Suit 

indicates that two additional unidentified officers (identified as Officers Carlson and 
McLean) in a paddy wagon, repeatedly struck Force in the head while he was handcuffed. 

Attempts to obtain an additional statement from Force and have him sign another Sworn 
Affidavit was met with negative results. (Att.54) 

CONCLUSION:
